The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Based on 
Applicant's representative arguments, the application is in condition for allowance since 
the prior art as argued fail to disclose a method for characterizing a vehicle's fuel 
efficiency comprising analyzing the transmitted parameter related data with the host 
computer system to calculate the vehicle's fuel efficiency, the analyzing comprising an 
amount of fuel consumed by the vehicle during an interval, determining a distance 
traveled by the vehicle during the interval, and calculating the vehicle's fuel efficiency 
from the amount of fuel consumed and the distance traveled during the interval.
